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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The argument that where the provisional 
nonstatutory ODP rejection is the only rejection remaining in the earlier- filed application, "the examiner should withdraw (the) rejection 
and permit the earlier-filed application to issue as a patent without a terminal disclaimer."
